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Bronze Star for unusual chaplain 
who hits field with his men in Iraq

Andover High School gradu- 
ate Tim Maracle received a 
Bronze Star for his services in 
Iraq last year without ever pick- 
ing up a Weapon. 

Maracle is a military chap- 
lain. But, serving as chaplain for 
the Ist Cavalry Divison sta- 
tioned near Sadr City from 
March 2004 to March 2005, this 
non-combatant was often smack 
in the heart of combat. 

“Our camp would get 
mortared almost every night,” 
said Maracle. “There might be a 
night or two of quiet, but it 
would always pick up again.” 

Maracle was not in Iraq to

help fight the ground war, but 
rather to help with the inner bat- 
tles that US soldiers found 
themselves fighting every day. 
Most commonly, Maracle coun- 
seled soldiers who were strug- 
gling with having taken a 
human life. 

“| tell them that it’s not mur- 
der,” Maracle said. “That 
they’re killing in defense of oth- 
ers who can’t defend them- 
selves.” 

The road from Andover to 
Iraq was not exactly a direct one 
for Maracle, a 1992 AHS grad- 
uate. After graduating from 
high school, he went to North-

Town set to buy 
46 acres of land

The town has signed a condi- 
tional agreement to buy what 
was once the most polluted 
industrial land in town. Eventu- 
ally, the land — which has been 
undergoing an_ intensive 
cleanup campaign for years - 
will be used for active and pas- 
sive recreation, and for storage 
of town equipment.

parcels on Monday night and 
the purchase of the remaining 
acreage in about a year, once 
the site’s environmental cleanup 
is done, said Town Manager 
Buzz Stapczynski. 

Thomas Carbone, the town’s 
new public health director, is 
providing a final review of the 
purchase and sale agreement, 
which should be complete by 
the end of the week. 

“He’s really the expert in 
town and at the end of the day, 
he’s going to own this,” said 
Selectman Alex Vispolt. 

Reichhold operated a manu- 
facturing facility on Lowell 


Commission. 

Parcel 2 consists 
of just about 11 acres along the 
Shawsheen River, across from 
the former manufacturing plant. 
The chemical company used to 
pump resin into “pools” here; 
some of the pools were con- 
fined by concrete, others lay 
directly on top of the soil. When 
the cleanup of the site began 
five years ago, the lagoons were 
removed, along with nearby 
materials, the bridge over the 
river and the piping. 

The town is buying more 
than nine acres of this land now, 
but the remainder, wetlands 
along the river, is still under 
negotiation due to the high lev-

eastern University in Boston 
to study art and architecture. 
After only one year there, 
Maracle realized that North- 
eastern was not where he was 
meant to be. 

“It didn’t feel right,” he 
said. “I knew God had a big- 
ger plan for me, I just didn’t 
know what it was.” 

Unsure of what to do next, 
Maracle followed a friend to 
Valley Forge Christian Col- 
lege in Pennsylvania, where 
all of his uncertainties quickly 
faded. 

“It felt like home, and sud- 
denly everything made 
sense,” said Maracle. 

After graduating from 
VFCC in 1997, Marcal 
returned home to Massachu- 
setts to pastor at the Riverside 
Assembly of God in 
Methuen, his childhood con- 
gregation, while continuing 
his education at Gordon-Con- 
well Theological Seminary in 
South Hamilton. For two 
summers, Maracle also 
attended Chaplain Officer 
Basic Training at Fort Jack- 
son, S.C., so that when he 


graduated from Gordon-Con- 
well in 2003, he would imme- 
diately be eligible for active 
duty in the military. After 
graduation, Maracle was 
assigned to the Ist Calvary 
Division at Fort Hood, Texas, 
and was soon deployed to 
Iraq. 

In Iraq, Maracle set him- 
self apart from other military 
chaplains. While most chap- 
lains would stay behind the 
fortified walls of a camp, 
Maracle would advance for- 
ward with his battalion, riding 
in a Humvee like any other 
soldier. Once, in Sadr City, he 
even saved a soldier’s life. 

“Mortar rounds were 
falling all around us and one 
soldier just froze up,” Mara- 
cle recounts. “He was para- 
lyzed, he couldn’t think or 
react, so I grabbed him and 
threw him in the Humvee and 
talked to him until he pulled 
out of it.” 

Because of actions like 
this, for going above and 
beyond the call of duty, Mar- 
acle was awarded the Bronze 
Star when he returned back to 
the United States after a full 
year in Iraq.

Now with the 37th Engi- 
neer Battallion of the 20th 
Engineer Brigade at Fort 
Bragg, N.C., his role as chap- 
lain is to protect each sol- 
dier’s freedom of religion, 
and to advise commanders in 
aspects of morale, ethics and 
religion. However when his 
battallion is deployed to 
Afghanistan this upcoming 
spring, his job will once again 
intensify. 

“We're there to nurture the 
living, care for the wounded, 
and honor the dead,” he said. 

For now, Maracle is enjoy- 
ing the company of his wife, 
Heidi, and their 3-year-old 
daughter, Abigal, until he has 
to say goodbye and begin 
another year of service 
abroad. 

Is he scared by the thought 
of going back into a hostile 
environment? 

“Everyone’s going to have 
fear,” he said. “Courage is not 
the absense of fear, but the 
mastery of it.” 

While Maracle thanks 
Mark Twain for the quote 
about courage, Twain might 
return the thanks for Mara- 
cle’s perfect display of it.

Last-minute shakeups reshape March 28 ballot

As time ran out for people to declare an inter- 
est in running for office, several of the town’s 
most important races saw last-minute shifts. 

Two candidates have dropped out of races 
within the past week and there is more competi- 


tion for other races. 


ended at 5 p.m. on Tuesday. 


Christopher Haynes has decided not to run for 
Town Moderator and Robert Coffill dropped out 
of the race for Board of Selectmen. 

“For personal and professional reasons I have 
decided not to run for moderator,” Haynes said in 
a statement to the Townsman. He said his decision 
had nothing to do with the position’s other candi- 
date, Jim Doherty. “I wish Mr. Doherty nothing 


but the best,” said Haynes. 


Doherty is now running unopposed for the 
moderator position. He was unaware that Haynes 
withdrew until notified by the Townsman. 

Coffill, of 7 Quail Run, decided at the last 
minute not to return his papers for selectmen, 
instead deciding to run as a write-in candidate for 


School Committee. 


He said several residents had approached him 
and suggested that due to his educational experi- 
ence, his best way to help the town would be to 
irun for School Committee. “The schools seem to 
be, in my opinion, somewhat of an issue in the 


community,” he said. 


Coffill has four top priorities for the schools. 
He wants to audit all non-instructional costs and 
see which functions could be outsourced, includ- 
ing facilities. He wants to look at streamlining 
administrative costs between regional school dis- 
tricts, stop using user fees to solve budget prob- 
lems and assess what the schools can do about 
losing market share to private and parochial 


schools. 


Incumbent School Committee members 
Arthur Barber and Anthony James have returned 
their papers for reelection and Ann Weld is also a 
candidate for School Committee. Elizabeth Wolf 
of 33 Sagamore Drive took out papers, but did not 


return them to the town clerk by Tuesday's dead- 
The declaration period for running for office — line. 


Incumbents Brian Major and Ted Teichert 


turned in their papers for reelection to the Board 
of Selectmen. Joseph Leone, a new candidate, 
will try to unseat one of them. 

Ruth Doyle of 170 Elm St. took out papers to 
run for Housing Authority, but did not return them 
by deadline, said Randy Hanson, town clerk. That 
means Daniel Grams, of 28 Corbett St., is run- 
ning unopposed for the seat formerly occupied by 


Ronald Hajj, who will step down this year. 


Kenneth Hamilton has competition to repre- 
sent the Greater Lawrence Technical High 
School, as Jerry Silverman tentatively threw his 
hat into the ring. With more than 50 years as an 
educator, Silverman, a former selectman, believes 
his expertise would be an asset to the school.

els are arsenic found there. 

“There is still a lot of con- 
tention among the parties and 
we have to discuss how to deal 
with it,” said Stapezynski. 

Parcel 3, about 21 acres, lies 
across the railroad tracks from 
Lowell Junction Road and will 
be conservation land. This land 
was never used by Reichhold 
and is accessible primarily by 
boat. It will be used for passive 
recreation like hiking and pic- 
nicking. 

The final parcel, to be pur- 
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chased later, is about 13 acres of 
land where the chemical manu- 
facturing was done. It houses a 
warehouse, parking lot and 
office building. This is the most 
contaminated land, said 
Stapczynski, and the town will 
not take ownership until the 
cleanup is complete. 

Eventually, the town plans to 
put a college-size soccer field on 
this property, which can also be 
divided into four middle-school 
soccer fields. 

“We’re buying this for the 
ages,” said Stapczynski, “We’re 
not buying this to put fields on 
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immediately.” The town’s first 
priority for fields is in West 
Andover, at the site of the for- 
mer Ledge Road landfill, he 
said. 

Before the town can use the 
Reichhold land for athletic 
fields, all work will need to be 
approved by a licensed site pro- 
fessional, especially since the 
town will want to irrigate the 
fields. There will also be layers 
of dirt and gravel to serve as a 
barrier to the land below. 

Stapczynski said the ground- 
water on all of the Reichhold 
parcels is not considered safe 
and any water used will need to 
be pumped in. 

The town also plans to use a 
27,000 square foot building on 
Parcel 1 to house seasonal pub- 
lic works vehicles such as snow- 
plows and lawn mowers. 
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Andover Community Trust Inc. will soon 
begin selecting people to buy and live in 
their two new permanently affordable three- 
bedroom homes, at 13 Heather Drive and 
174 River Road. 

Those interested in moving into one of 
the Andover homes must attend one of two 
required information sessions. Anyone inter- 
ested in being selected to purchase one of 
these homes must attend one of two infor- 
mation sessions, scheduled for Feb. 15 and

in Iraq on May 6, 2003, and he 
remained in that position until 
the transfer of political power on 
June 28, 2004. That December, 
Bush awarded Bremer the Pres- 
idential Medal of Freedom for 
his service in Iraq. 

While Bremer has been sup- 
portive of Bush’s decision to 
invade Iraq and complimentary 
about Bush’s war-time leader- 
ship, he has also criticized the 
administration for not deploying 
enough troops to Iraq and for 
not containing the violence and 
looting in the days immediately 
following the ouster of Hussein. 

In his book, Bremer 
describes the many challenges 


and frustrations he faced while _ 


serving ui Iraq, while also pro- 
viding readers with a behind- 
the-scenes look at the complex 
negotiations with emerging Iraqi 
leaders and the heated sessions 
between the members of Bush’s 
own National Security Council. 

Prior to his service in Iraq, 
Bremer had spent 23 years

of State, where he served as spe- 
cial assistant or executive assis 


tant to six Secretaries of State.

Group fights weeds

the town’s conservation director. 

Two invasive weeds, fanwort 
and Brazilian elodea, have been 
discovered in Glenwood Road 
Basin. The basin is a swimming 
hole near Foster's Pond. The 
Foster’s Pond Association is 
concerned that the weeds in the 
Glenwood Road Basin could 
invade the pond. 

These neighbors recently 
spent more than $40,000 to kill 
weeds in Foster’s Pond. Since 
the two bodies of water are sep- 
arated by only a narrow strip of 
land, under high water condi- 
tions water from one body can 
spill into the other. The weeds 
could reestablish themselves in 
Foster’s Pond. 

A consultant hired by the 
association recommended treat- 
ing the basin to lessen the infes- 
tation of the pond. 

The Conservation Commis- 
sion discussed the issue Tues- 
day night, but will not make a 
decision until its next meeting. 

The cost for the project is 
estimated between $5,500 and 
$6,000. The Foster’s Pond 
Association plans to pick up this 
tab, meaning it will have spent 
close to $50,000 to remove 
weeds from the area. 


Last year, an 18-foot airboat 
armed with a slow-acting herbi- 
cide called sonar jettisoned 
across Foster’s Pond to eradi- 
cate fanwort in the pond. By 
that time, the nuisance was 
found to have taken over about 
half of the pond’s 120 acres, 
according to Aquatic Control 
Technology, the consultant. 

The result? 

The consultant hired by the 
Foster’s Pond Association 
declared the process a success, 
with 99 percent of the weed 
eliminated. 

Just after last year’s treat- 
ment, Jon Richards of Andover 
Street said the results he saw in 
the pond were dramatic. 

“Last year on the eastern side 
of the pond, there was such a 
large mat of fanwort that we 
could not fish that area out to 
almost one-third of the way into 
the large part of the pond. We 
were able to fish within a few 
yards of shore. I never even 
caught a piece of fanwort on my 
fishing lures,” said Richards at 
the time. “Oh, and by the way, 
fishing was better than ever. I 
caught six different species of 
very healthy looking specimens, 
and my friend caught and 
released a beautiful six-pound 
largemouth.” 


Energy forum says utilities will help with cost 


Speaking at an energy forum 
hosted by state legislators last week, 
Chuck Moran of Bay State Gas 
Company assured those in atten- 
dance: “If you get a bill and you 
can’t handle it, don’t worry — give 
us a call and we will help you out.” 

The objective of such forums has 
been to inform residents, particular- 


ly elderly residents living on fixed- 
incomes, of ways to lower their 
energy and home heating costs this 
winter. In addition to direct financial 
assistance offered by the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, utility 
companies are providing deferment 
options for homeowners that receive 
unexpectedly high bills. 
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Report says water around landfill OK

Levels of arsenic in the ground and sur- 
face water surrounding the Ledge Road 
landfill exceed Massachusetts drinking 
water standards, but the town’s hired con- 
sultant, Camp Dresser and McKee Inc., 
claims in a report made public last week 
that “these findings were not an impact to 
human health.” 

“The arsenic doesn’t migrate a signifi- 
cant distance from the landfill site through 
the wetlands,” said Bruce Haskell, profes- 
sional engineer for CDM. 

That statement hasn’t satisfied some res- 
idents, such as Tom Brady. He said he 
remains concerned about the levels of 
arsenic in Fish Brook, one of the town’s 
Class A bodies of water, meaning that gov- 
ernment standards say it must be fit to drink. 

“As this process goes on, we want to be 
more mindful of how data is collected and 
interpreted,” said Brady, who lives on Pet- 
tingill Road near the old landfill. “Are there 
other interpretations out there other than 
those on the DEP (Department of Environ- 
mental Protection) reports to the town?” 

The process that Brady refers to is the 
Public Involvement Plan (PIP), which 
requires the town to provide detailed infor- 
mation about the landfill including any and 
all environmental test results. Fourteen 
Andover residents petitioned state and town 
officials for the PIP in September to ensure 
that they would have access to the results of 
water and soil tests conducted at the site by 
consultant Camp Dresser & McKee in June 
and August. The results, or at least some of 
them, were presented to the public for the 
first time at a Jan. 31 informational meeting. 

“We certainly didn’t receive the complete 
report that was submitted by CDM to the 
DEP in December,” said Brady. The com- 
plete report was, however, made available at 
Memorial Hall Library a few days later, 
according to Brady, who has asked the town 
to format the “inch thick” report onto a 
compact disc. Haskell said that Brady’s 
request will be met in the near future. 

“We're going to make sure that the entire 
report is made available in CD form so‘that 
anyone can file through it if they want to,” 
he said. 

CDM closely monitored samples of 
groundwater, surface water, soil, and wet- 
land sediment in various locations in and 
around the old landfill over a two-month 
period. It tested the samples for inorganic 
materials and volatile organic compounds, 
and, in the sediment, also looked for toxins 
known as polycyclic aromatic hydrocar- 
bons. The major toxin of concern going into 
the testing was arsenic, an inorganic metal 
that was detected in Fish Brook when the 
town had the brook tested for high sodium 
levels last spring. Now that results from the 
most recent tests have been released, arsenic 
remains at the center of attention. 

The Massachusetts arsenic drinking 
water standard of 50 micrograms or less per 
liter was lowered to a maximum of 10 
micrograms per liter this past January, con- 
forming to federal standards. CDM test

discarded items such as barrels and textiles buried in the ground. 


results show arsenic concentrations ranging 
from 22 micrograms-per-liter to 63 micro- 
grams-per-liter in most of the groundwater 
samples collected from monitoring wells 
located downhill from the old landfill, 
draining towards Fish Brook. Despite the 
exceeding levels of arsenic in the ground- 
water samples, CDM says in their report 
that the findings present no threat to human 
health. 

Of the 14 surface water samples collected 
in the wetlands downhill of the landfill, in 
the area that helps form Fish Brook, only 
two exceeded the state standard for arsenic 
levels, at 16 micrograms-per-liter and 14 
micrograms-per-liter. These two samples 
were collected approximately 200 feet from 
the landfill edge. The other 12, which were 
within state guidelines, were collected fur- 
ther downstream, away from the landfill. 
Again, because Fish Brook is connected to 
Haggetts Pond, where the water treatment 
plant is located, it is considered Class A sur- 


face water, meaning that it is held to drink- 
ing water standards. 

In the soil, arsenic levels ranged from 13 
micrograms-per-kilogram to 22 micro- 
grams-per-kilogram, considerably less than 
results taken from a 1989 soil sample from 
the same area, which contained 1,990 micro- 
grams-per-kilogram. The recent findings 
seem to be more normal for arsenic concen- 
trations in soil, according to the report. 

The most elevated arsenic levels were 
found in the wetland sediments, tests indi- 
cated. Arsenic concentrations ranged from 
2.2 micrograms-per-kilogram immediately 
adjacent to the landfill to 1,300 micrograms- 
per-kilogram, the highest concentration 
found about 200 feet downstream from the 
landfill. 

“There are significantly high levels of 
arsenic found in the stream bed sediment,” 
said Brady. “It’s close to a level that the DEP 
starts to show concern about.”

grew up in. 

Jennifer Arthur said her husband had a slight 
heart murmur, but it was nothing that prevented 
him from exercising. He played baseball while 
he was a student at Andover High and had 
attended a baseball clinic earlier in the day on 
Saturday. 

A tall, athletic man with a 
deep voice and great sense of 
humor, he is being remem- 
bered by the school communi- 
ty as a tireless and devoted 
teacher who reached out to 
Andover teens. In addition to 
teaching for the past six years, 
he was the head coach for the 
freshmen boys soccer team and 
the varsity baseball team at 
Westford Academy. 

“He was so popular and was § 
the type of person, even if you 
didn’t have him as a teacher, 
you knew him. He was happy 
to do anything for the school,” 
said Hannah Brady, 18, a for- 
mer student who:was also § 
Arthur’s teaching assistant. 

Arthur wrote her recom- 
mendation letter to the Uni- 
versity of Miami, where she is 
now a freshman majoring in 
architecture. She graduated 
from AHS last year. 

“T have been on the phone since Saturday 
night when a friend called to tell me,” she said. 
“Everyone is in shock. We just can’t believe it.” 

Hannah Brady said “make good choices” was 
just one of Arthur’s memorable sayiiigs. 

“He had lots of memorable quotes like that... 
and, he liked to sing songs. I remember he made 
up songs that had to do with world civilization 
using a Spice Girls song and the Friends theme,” 
she said. “He was a goofy guy and I remember 
everyone was dying of laughter in the class 
because he sang with that deep voice. 

Talk of Arthur’s untimely death filled the 
school hallways this week and many students and 


Arthur. 


Messages made by placing cups 
in the fence paid tribute to 


colleagues wept when told of his passing. Princi- 
pal Peter Anderson said grief counseling was 
provided on Monday and “a couple hundred” 
students and some faculty members talked to 
those counselors. 

Members of the school’s parents council 
brought coffee and doughnuts to the school early 
Monday morning as teachers arrived for work 
and learned of Arthur's death. 

“We are shaken,” Anderson 
said of his staff and students. 
“He touched so many lives, stu- 
dents as well as faculty. He did 
so much for his school, always 
helping out.” 

It was Anderson who 
offered the Collins Center as a 
location for today’s funeral ser- 
vice during school hours so stu- 
dents and faculty could attend. 
The school is closing early and 
hundreds of students and teach- 
ers are expected to attend the 
service along with family 
=| members and numerous rela- 
tives. 

Anderson said Arthur was a 
teacher who was meticulous in 
aN preparing for his classes. 

Arthur also often coordinat- 
ed humanitarian projects, such 
as having students collect 
money for Hurricane Katrina. 
He coordinated a collection for 
the family of a special education teacher at the 
school who died two years ago. Arthur often 
reminded his students to “think of the world.” 

He was a frequent volunteer at various high 
school games, helping with crowd control or 
ticket sales. Just last week, he volunteered at a 
basketball game. 

“Just a terrific guy,” co-athletic director Dave 
Nichols said of Arthur. “It’s been a difficult time 
at school this week.” 

In addition to his wife and son, Arthur leaves 
his parents, Michael and Cecilia (Sterky) Arthur, 
also of Andover.

he sparked a gambler’s interest 
in me. 

I always liked to play hunches 
and Peter was a hunch. And | 
liked the kid. I liked his attitude.

When he came to practices or 
games, he invariably would first 
be seen that day emerging from 
the woods. So, kids being kids, 
they nicknamed him “Woodsy.”

Peter whether he liked the name 
— but I can’t recall him ever 
telling me he didn’t. 

Besides, the name brought 
him a measure of attention and 
was a sign of acceptance. All 
teenagers — heck 95 percent of 
all people in general — want to be 
accepted. 

In his time with us Peter did 
well. He wasn’t a superstar, but 
on the field he was a contributor.

I gradually lost touch with 
Peter after he became too old for 
our team, although on rare occa- 
sions we'd cross paths and 
“catch up,” or I'd see his dad 
walking the short distance from 
the commuter rail station to his 
home at the end of his work day.

Although I was now “Rick” 
and not “Mr. Harrison” or 
“coach,” Peter was always polite 
and respectful as if he was still

The Things They Carried 
BY TIM O'BRIEN

Due to images of war and frightening situations, 
John and James recommend this book for readers ages 
13 and older.

It puts a new 
spin on the Vietnam War. 
Unlike most books on 
wartime, it doesn’t focus on 
the heat of battle or the blood 
and gore associated with it. 
Although these things do 
come up from time to time, 
the major focus of the books 
is on the stories of the sol- 
diers. 
Me ese! For O’Brien, stories have 
played an extremely impor- 
tant role in his life, both getting him through the hard 
times of the war, and as a cathartic experience after its 
end. The Things They Carried is essentially a collection 
of short stories, however all relate and build upon each 
other. They concern the life of O’Brien and his platoon 
and their daily experiences in Vietnam: the good, the 
bad and, of course, the ugly. 

We recommend this book to all aspiring writers and 
history enthusiasts. It is truly a work of art. O’Brien has 
an amazing command of the England language and truly 
brings his stories to life. 

A major concept of the book (and the Vietnam War) 
is truth. He explores true war stories as well as what it 
means for a war story to be true. He explains that a true 
war story doesn’t need to have actually happened, but 
the thoughts and emotions evoked must be true to war. 
In fact, O’Brien states, a true war story may be even 
more unbelievable than one that is fabricated. 

We give this book a 10 out of 10 rating. It exemplifies 
the combination of entertainment plus brilliant writing 
that is so hard to find in today’s literature. 

Generally, this book would not be categorized as 
children’s literature, as its material is rather heavy and, 
at times, the reading level and deep metaphorical mean- 
ing might be difficult to understand. 

In terms of content, due to images of war and fright- 
ening situations, we recommend this book for readers 
ages 13 and older. As always, be sure you ask your par- 
ents if it's okay before you pick up this book.

One of the greatest baseball 
players in Andover High 
School history, Hesenius won 
the Mizuno All-American, 
Eagle-Tribune Most Valuable 
Player and Gatorade State Play- 
er of the Year awards as a senior 
in 1993. He had an 8-0 record 
as a pitcher and batted .391 that 
season. The Golden Warriors 
won the Division | state cham- 
pionship in both his junior and 
senior years, 1992 and 1993. 

Hesenius pitched for four 
years at Rollins College outside 


Orlando, Fla., where he had the 
second-most wins and third- 
most strikeouts in school histo- 
ry. 

Hesenius was the only one 
of the 14 inductees who did not 
attend the Hall of Fame cere- 
mony. His mother attended and 
spoke on his behalf. 

“Justin was a heck of a talent 
when he was at Andover High

downstream and continue to 
advance towards Haggetts Pond 
over time. 

Brady says that such con- 
cerns, specific to the Ledge Road 
landfill, need to be examined 
more thoroughly. 

Until then, CDM maintains 
that the landfill poses no imme- 
diate threat to human life and 
shouldn’t be considered haz- 
ardous. However the town is 
committed to further examining 


the site and the surrounding area 
before making any decisions 
regarding how to use the land. 

“It was a very good start,” 
said Peggy Kruse, president of 
the League of Woman Voters, of 
the first meeting in the PIP 
process. “I think the next step is 
for the citizens to figure out our 
new questions and think about 
where we go from here.” 

The next meeting is planned 
for early March.

But there doesn’t seem to be much appetite for 
an override. Statewide, such efforts to inflate 
operating budgets have gone down in flames. 

“At the tri-board meeting, a lot of scenarios 
were talked about and (an override) was not 
favorable,” said Selectmen Chairman Ted 
Teichert. “I don’t think it would pass. People on 
the street want us to kind of live within the bud- 
get.” 

Stapezynski has created a list of reductions the 
town can consider to bring the town side of the 
budget in line. “I really don’t envision an over- 
ride, so much as I picture fiscal restraint — which 
is going to be difficult for all departments,” he 
said. “In the long run, it’s going to put us in a 
good ‘place, but in the short run, it’s going to 
necessitate some service reductions.” 

His list includes a variety of cutbacks, from 
reducing street sweeping to eliminating fire 
department staff, meaning one less truck would 
be available for emergency calls. 

“They are not going to go over easy with any- 
one, including me, but I put them on the table for 
discussion,” said Stapezynski. “I don’t know how 
we get around that discussion, especially if the 
schools pursue a rebuilding program. I don’t 
know where the money comes from.” 

Leaders will need to decide over the next three 
months what is in the best interest of all residents.

Townspeople help museum’s salute

HE CURATOR OF A MUSEUM exhibit 
saluting an Andover woman's 
involvement with the Red Cross 
during World War II is most likely 
saluting some townspeople right now. 

Tony Oliver of the History on Wheels 
Motor Museum in Berkshire, England, 
wrote to the Townsman asking if anyone 
remembers Ruth Hayes. Hayes was a Red 
Cross volunteer from Andover and she was 
what they called a Clubmobile girl. 

The Clubmobile crew carried coffee and 
doughnuts to the troops on the front lines. 
The crew is being honored by the museum 
and the exhibit includes the Red Cross uni- 
form worn by Hayes, who died in 1976 
(Townsman obituary, above right). 

Oliver wanted to learn more about her, so 
he wrote to her hometown newspaper. Last 
week’s Townsman story (page 9) about his 
search generated response from readers who 
remember her. Here’s what readers recalled: 


“I was a young faculty wife at Phillips 
Academy and I met her. I remember her as a 
real public service person and I very much 
admired her. She was known as ‘Pooh.’ She 
has a niece who lives and works in Paris. 
And, her brother, Bart Hayes, directed the 
Addison Gallery in its early days.”

BOUT 65 WesT MIDDLE SCHOOL stu- 
dents actually paid money to stay at 
school after the final bell rang on 
Monday afternoon. 

In an effort to raise money for the Gretna 
Middle School, located just across the Mis- 
sissippi River from New Orleans, the stu- 
dents each donated $5 and made themselves 
Mardi Gras masks for the upcoming festi- 
val, which is traditionally celebrated with 
gusto in New Orleans. The money, intended 
to help Gretna Middle recover from dam- 
ages sustained during Hurricane Katrina, 
will be hand-delivered by West Middle Prin- 
cipal Denise Holmes today, Thursday, when 
she flies down to New Orleans for an 
extended weekend visit.

HIS SUNDAY, Feb. 12 from 2 to 3:30 p.m., take a free vir- 
tual tour of South Church cemetery, established in 1711, 
the oldest cemetery in Andover. 

This PowerPoint program will be presented at Andover His- 
torical Society, 97 Main St., by local historian Charlotte Lyons. 

In this collaborative program offered by South Church and 
the Historical Society, Lyons will take her audience on an elec- 
tronic trip through Andover’s past. 

Here are the tombstones of some of Andover’s founding fam- 
ilies, as well as former clergymen and civic leaders of the past. 
Abolitionists and slaves are remembered in verses carved into 
slate and marble. New England’s old burying grounds are truly 
outdoor museums which represent the country’s first folk art 
and examples of poetry, organizers said. 

They teach us the hopes and fears of our ancestors and how 
they lived and died. 

Six years ago, the trustees of South Church organized efforts 
to repair gravestones, improve grounds, and create a database of 
people buried here. Lyons, a member of South Church since 
1998, organized a team of volunteers to transcribe 1,932 inscrip- 
tions, representing more than 2,800 people. 

Tombstones that were too eroded to read led her to research 
death, marriage and birth records, and church records at 
Andover Historical Society and the town clerk’s office. She 
uncovered information that made it possible for the church to 
document and eventually replace 55 broken and missing stones 
and identified scores of persons buried here but without memo- 
rial stones. In 2005, the South Church Cemetery Committee 
received an Award from the Andover Historic Preservation 
Commission. 

Lyons has solved numerous mysteries surrounding former 
Andover residents, becoming the defacto historian of the ceme- 
tery and earning her the nickname “Charlock Holmes.” 

A native of Moreland Hills, Ohio near Cleveland, and a grad- 
uate of the College of Wooster, Lyons worked until 1999 as a 
software developer. Lyons has also been working with John 
Doherty, Andover’s director of veterans services, to document 
Andover’s veterans, updating town records and doubling the 
previous total believed buried at Old South, as well getting flags 
correctly placed. 

Lyons has also been working with Joan Patrakis, Andover 
Historical Society volunteer and historian, to locate missing 
Civil War veterans who were memorialized by the Grand Army 
of the Republic (GAR, a Civil War veterans fraternity) in the 
1870s and 1880s. The virtual tour will include stories about 
Andover’s involvement in America’s battles.

“T really want to meet the parents, kids 
and teachers,” Holmes said. “And maybe sit 
in on some classes.” 

Holmes said she'll also take lots of pic- 
tures during her visit. She plans to develop 
the photos into a slideshow so that the West 
Middle students can see the faces of those 
they’re helping, she said. 

Tuesday’s mask-making workshop was 
one of a number of West Middle School 
events that have raised money for Gretna, as 
West Middle committed to a partnership 
with the school after the hurricane struck. 
The school’s Parent Teacher Organization 
came up with the partnership idea and 
researched a number of schools in the New 
Orleans area before extending an offer — and

Biily Costa’s famed TV Diner 
television show has already taped 
a segment about the new chef in 
town. It will air next month. 

Boston Magazine’s love affair 
with the chef's new restaurant, 
Glory on Essex Street, continues, 
as staffers attended his Andover 
announcement party held Monday 
night. 

But Chef Jose Fuentes is really 
not all that new on the Glory 
scene. He was the restaurant’s 
sous chef for former chef Corinna 
Mozo in 2003. 

He always liked her menu vari- 
ety and passion for Mediterranean 
cuisine. A desire to get a close up 
look at Boston restaurant kitchens 
brought him to restaurants on 
Newbury Street (Cafe Louis) and 
the North End (Prezza) in 2004 
and 2005. 

But when Mozo decided to 
leave Glory, Fuentes was an easy 
choice for her replacement, said 
Glory owner Adrienne Sarkisian. 

“He knows us, knows our style. 
That style — our hip, urban style 
with our focus on ethnic food 
trends — is still the same. There’s 
no refocusing. He had a harmony 
with our previous chef and that 
continues,” said Sarkisian, who 
opened her restaurant seven years 
ago. 

So, Fuentes, who is 33 and a 
native of El Salvador, is back at 
Glory and enjoying it, he said. 

“T always liked working here,” 
said Fuentes, who spoke before 
his party got in full swing. “I like 
the feel of this very nice town and 
1 think the customers are great.” 

Dressed comfortably in striped 
chef pants, clogs and a white chef 
jacket, he talked about his menu 
and what customers can expect 
now that he is calling the shots in 
the kitchen. 

He’s passionate about French 
and Italian food and also loves fla- 
vors from the Mediterranean 
region. He enjoys dabbling in a 
wide variety of food flavors and 
he’s all about pan-searing (not 
grilling) when it comes to getting 
the most out of those flavors. 

In typical chef fashion, he said 
“all the dishes are good” when 
asked to select his favorite menu 
item. Sarkisian answered “sea 
bass and veal” as she overheard 
the question. 

When pressed, Fuentes finally 
said he would recommend his dual 
lamb dish for restaurant-goers 
who needed some help selecting 
from his menu. It’s a rack and loin 
of lamb pan-seared in a shallots- 
and-garlic-based sauce and served 
with a white-bean-based herb

sauce. 

Fuentes brings a homespun feel 
to every table as he makes his own 
bread and desserts at the restau- 
rant. 

“I start (the bread) around 11 
a.m. or 12, and by dinner, it’s 
ready and it’s fresh — every day,” 
he said. 

He made a chocolate dessert 
for the TV Diner episode. 

“You don’t have much time, so 
I had to make something very 
fast,” he said. “And something 
very good.” 

Fuentes said he’s been passion- 
ate about cooking his whole life, 
as his mother is a great cook. He 
said he learned a lot from her. He 
cooks often at his Lynn home, but 
his wife, Marci, also likes to cook. 
They take turns in the kitchen and 
whoever has the night off from 
cooking, gets to play with their 
young son. 

Fuentes said he is a big meat 
eater and his home kitchen is 
where he tries out various recipes 
for steak. He takes a break from 
pan-searing as he occasionally 
grills, especially in the summer 
when he fires up an outdoor grill. 

Food is very important to peo- 
ple, he says, and that matters to 
him. Fuentes, who came to the 
United States when he was 19 in 
search of a better life, has been 
working in restaurants ever since.

Part of the reason for the effort is that former 


Andover youth Cara Kennedy — a youth center 
advocate — is now the community marketing

adult and understanding first hand the need kids 
have for a place of their own. She still believes 
in it and is now willing to do what she can to 
help make it happen. She has grown into a 
wonderful community minded person.” 


In addition to a donation, Wild Oats has 
encouraged youth services department to host a 
table in the store so staff can talk to people who 
might have questions. The Andover Youth 
Council and Andover Action Council, both a 
part of the youth services department will be 
manning the table on Saturdays. 

“It’s a great opportunity for kids to get a 
chance to represent their views on the matter. 
Many people think all kids in Andover have 
everything they need, but that’s far from the 
truth. The kids can now explain it to the pub- 
lic,” said Kennedy.

Walk off winter blahs at the field house

When Andover High School field 
house opened its doors for the local 
walking community last fall, the situa- 
tion was less than ideal. 

Competition for the walking track 
was fierce as walkers shared space 
with baseball, lacrosse and basketball 
players. 

“It was not a great place for walk- 
ers, especially for some of our senior 
citizens,” said Guy Chretien. “If you 
wanted to walk around the track you 
literally had to dodge hardballs, 
lacrosse balls and flying bodies.” 

“I noticed many people take one 
lap around the track and then put on 
their jackets and leave. It was really 
too bad,” he said. 

Athletic Directors Dave Nichols 
and Brian McNally and Principal 
Peter Anderson set out to improve the 
experience for residents. They decided 
to cordon off the non-walking activi- 
ties and limit who would share space 
with the walkers. By dropping the 
field-house curtains to protect walkers 
from errant balls and limiting the use 
of the area, they believe they have 
achieved a peaceful coexistence 
between the walkers and the athletes 
during the walking hours of 8:30 to 
9:30 Monday, Wednesday and Friday 
nights. Brian McNally said he and 


Nichols are “happy that we were able 
to find a solution to the concerns 
expressed by walkers in the field 
house.” 

“The new set-up really accommo- 
dates the walkers while still allowing 
for other uses inside the track,” he said 
in a statement. “We always want to 
promote fitness and physical activity 
and this allows for that through multi- 
ple and controlled use of the facility.” 

Walkers seems to appreciate the 
improved opportunity to use the site. 

Barbara Roberge said, “I like the 
mix of generations, (soccer and youth 
lacrosse players) and us, the middle 
age folks walking around the track. 
It’s warm and well lit inside when it is 
cold and dark outside.” 

“It’s a great and safe facility for 
walking and running, a perfect place 
to exercise and meet new friends,” said 
Judy LeClerc. 

Larry McCargar called the facility 
“a great place to come after work - 
and it’s free.” 

The Andover field house is open to 
walkers through March 10. The hours 
for walking are Monday, Wednesday 
and Friday mornings from 6:15 to 
7:15 a.m., and Monday, Wednesday 
and Friday evenings from 8:30 to 
9:30. During school vacations, the 
track is closed to the public.

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Yes, Andover, there is a chestnut tree 


A month ago, 
I wrote about the 
almost total 
extermination of 
American chest- 
nut trees caused 
by a blight in the 
first half of the of 
the 20th Century. 

The beautiful 
chestnut was the 
dominant tree in 
Andover and 
much of eastern 
United States. It was known for its fla- 
vorful nut and unsurpassed quality of 
its wood. The tree was economically 
important to the rural East, especially 
the Appalachians. 

I mentioned that there are two non- 
profit organizations taking different 
approaches to the return of the tree, 
and they have begun selling chestnut 
seeds and saplings. I noted that the 
search for mature American chestnut 
trees, capable of reproduction, is ongo- 
ing and that, not too long ago, one was 
found in Vermont. Such finds are rare. 
My Dad used to take my brothers and 
me walking in Andover woods at mid 
century, on constant lookout for a sur- 
viving tree. We never found one. 

I opened the column quoting 
Longfellow’s poetic line “Under the 
spreading chestnut tree...” and said 
that, when the tree in the poem was 
taken down, the children of Longfel- 
low’s Cambridge pitched in to pay for 
a chair to be made from the tree’s 
wood and gave it to the poet. I asked if 
any reader knew of the chair’s location. 

David Dargie, a townie, sent an 
informative e-mail and answered my 
question about the location of 
Longfellow’s chair. It is fully pre- 
served and at the historic Longfel- 
low House in Cambridge. The 
spreading chestnut tree was removed 
to widen Brattle Street, and the chair 
was given to Longfellow on his 
72nd birthday, Feb. 22, 1879. 
Longfellow was so moved by the 
children’s gift that he wrote a poem 
about the chair titled From My Arm- 
chair.

A picture of the magnificent chair 
and the poem in full was found by 
Dargie at www.horseshoeing 
museum.com/poem.htm. The beauty 
and practicality of chestnut wood is 
nicely demonstrated by looking at the 
picture of the chair. I will visit the 
Longfellow House, which is under the 
care of the National Park Service, when 
next I am in the area. 

Several readers discussed the fact 
that the roots of the American chestnut 
do not die from the blight and numer- 
ous saplings can still spring from one 
old root system. A reader said that, 
when she lived in Derry, she had an 
unusually attractive sapling growing in 
her yard. She was told by an aborist that 
it was an American chestnut tree but 
that it would never mature because the 
blight (which is an airborne fungus) 
would kill it before it matured. Sure 
enough, the sapling shriveled the very 
next year. She has seen several similar 
saplings in wooded areas of Andover, 
but they are never more than 10 to 15 
feet tall. 

Dargie, who is the AVIS land man- 
ager and warden of the Bessie Gold- 
smith Woodlands (170 acres that lie 
between Route 28 and Fosters Pond), 
said that there are two notable Ameri- 
can chestnuts there. One is five inches

in diameter, the other about 10 inches. 
(The 10-inch tree has been noted by the 
American Chestnut Foundation but 
they wait until a tree is a foot in diame- 
ter before getting excited.) Both trees 
have open wounds due to other causes 
than the blight, yet neither has the 
blight. He also.sent a picture of a 
blighted tree. The tree is 14 inches in 
diameter, and the blight almost girdles 
the tree. Dargie notes that the picture 
shows fresh, young sprouts popping out 
below the blight’s death line trying to 
continue the life of the tree. 

Dargie learned much about trees 
from his naturalist father, Phil. Phil 
Dargie was a well known, politically 
active Andover gentleman (and nice 
guy). David Dargie tells of his father’s 
opposition in the *60s to the construc- 
tion of the Raytheon factory at its pre- 
sent location on Route 133. One of the 
arguments used against the construc- 
tion was that there was a mature Amer- 
ican chestnut tree that would be 
destroyed. The tree lost to the factory, 
but David Dargie’s interest in Ameri- 
can chestnut trees took root, and for 
that and his e-mail I am grateful. 

And finally, one reader throws out 
the tantalizing thought that there is a 
live American chestnut tree thriving in 
Andover. He says there is an old, rusted 
metal marker near it, and he has kept 
his eye on the tree for years. Well aware 
of the blight’s devastation, he was 
stunned to find the tree many years ago. 
He notes that the twigs that fall from 
the tree and lay beneath are rot resistant 
(a trait of American chestnut trees). He 
has promised to show me the tree when 
I visit Andover in March. This will be a 
very interesting trip.
